As has
been stated President Roosevelt has
approved all the recommendations
made, with the exception of the rec-
ommendation that Col, Theodore
Roosevelt be given the brevet rank of
brigadier general for valor and serv-
fces at the battle of SBan Juan hill
Medals of honor will be awnrded in 33
cases, of which 10 go to commissioned
officers and 23 to non-commissioned
officers and privates, Only 1 medal
was awarded on account of service in
the Cuban service, 2 in the case of the
Chinese campaign and 30 in the Phil-
ippine war.
